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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the 
linear actuating system comprising a chain and gears (claim 17), a threaded 
lead screw (claim 18) or a belt and pulleys (claim 19) must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not 
be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures.

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: reference numerals 170B shown in Figure 2 and reference numeral 
622 in Figure 6. It appears that reference numeral 622 could be added to the 
description at the end of the first sentence of paragraph [51] on page 16. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the 
description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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3. The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: It is 
noted that "external drum 22" has been described in paragraph [26] on page 8 
of the specification. However, the only occurrence of reference numeral 22 in 
the drawings appears in Figure 2 and does not appear to be designating the 
external drum. Appropriate correction and/or clarification is required. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended.

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Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it uses the language 
"The present invention is directed toward" which is language that should be 
avoided and is not recommended for the abstract. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract 
of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is 
important that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space 
provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. 
The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure 
sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting 
the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat 
information given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be 
implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this 
invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of35U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



7. Claims 9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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In particular, claims 9 and 14 contain the trademarks/ trade names 
WILSONART and FORMICA. Where a trademark or trade name is used in a 
claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the 
claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim 
scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly 
to identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is 
used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated 
with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademarks/ trade 
names are used to identify/ describe two manufacturers of laminate and other 
surfacing materials and, accordingly, the identification/ description is 
indefinite. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-8, 10-13, and 15-19 are allowed. 

9. Claims 9 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a 
conveyor system or method for transporting a printing plate in a platemaking 
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system, including all of the structure or method steps as recited, in 
combination with and particularly including, having one or more low friction 
substantially horizontal planar support surfaces comprising a high wear 
laminate for supporting the non-emulsion side of the printing plate without the 
use of rollers, belts, bearings, or air cushioning. 

Conclusion 

11. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. Kan et al. (US 6,792,861), Ono (US 6,718,875) and 
Marmin et al. (US 5,526,747) each teach a conveying device having obvious 
similarities to the claimed subject matter.
